Seventh  Annual  Report  of  the  Public  Libraries 

Committee* 

N  submitting  the  Seven tli  Annual  Report,  the  Committee  are 
pleased  to  record  the  fact  that  the  libraries  have  maintained 
their  popularity  and  usefulness.  The  public  have  exhibited  a 
much  more  active  interest  in  the  welfare  and  progress  of  the  institu- 
tion, as  well  as  a  keener  appreciation  of  the  advantages  now  afforded 
by  it.  The  Library  may  justly  be  considered  a  branch  of  the 
educational  activities  of  the  Borough. 

The  success  of  the  Library  is  not  to  be  measured  by  the  aggregate 
number  of  volumes  possessed,  but  by  the  use  to  which  they  are  put. 
To  say  merely  that  Eccles  possesses  one  Central  Library  and  Two 
Delivery  Branches  gives  no  adequate  idea  of  the  influence  of  these 
institutions  upon  local  life.  But  when  the  statistics  of  readers  and 
issues  are  produced,  it  is  possible  to  estimate  the  real  power  exercised 
by  the  Libraries.  Few  people  have  any  conception  of  the  amount  of 
work  done  by  the  Public  Libraries.  It  is  calculated  that  during  the 
year  under  review  the  individual  Library  services  rendered,  reach  the 
huge  total  of  786,141.  And  for  these  services  the  rates  provide  the 
sum  of  £691,  which  works  out  at  less  than  one  farthing  per  service 
per  annum.  An  amount  totally  inadequate.  The  work  of  the  Libraries 
goes  on  increasing  year  t>y  year,  which  is  a  clear  token  of  public  ap- 
preciation, and  financial  provisions  are  necessary  to  meet  these  grow- 
ing public  obligations.  It  is  very  apparent  that  the  Acts  under  which 
the  Library  is  established  are  over  loaded  with  powers  to  perform 
public  educational  work  which  cannot,  by  any  possibility,  be  satisfac- 
torily carried  out  with  the  limited  funds  which  the  Acts  allow  for  the 
purpose,  development  is  almost  impossible.  Recent  returns  show  that 
already  42  library  authorities  have  found  it  necessary  to  secure 
special  legislation  in  order  to  increase  their  revenues. 

Although  the  actual  number  of  books  issued  shows  a  slight  de- 
crease, as  compared  with  the  preceding  year,  probably  due  to  the 
exceptionally  fine  summer  and  the  Coronation  Festivities  intervening, 
the  number  of  individual  users  of  the  Library  has  considerably 
increased, 
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Many  administrative  improvements  introduced  during  the  year 
have  been  received  with  much  interest  and  approval  on  the  part  of 
the  public,  as  will  be  seen  by  a  perusal  of  this  report.  The  routine 
work  of  the  Library  has  proceeded  throughout  the  year  in  the 
smoothest  possible  way.

a  total  of  8,074  volumes.  The  additions  during  the  year  number 
1,132  volumes,  and  are  in  the  following  subjects,  viz :— Science,  26 
volumes;  Useful  Arts,  22;  Fine  Arts,  56;  Social  Science,  122; 
Religion  and  Philosophy,  28;  History,  229;  Biography,  115;  Lan- 
guage and  Literature,  64;  Poetry  and  the  Drama,  17;  Fiction,  378; 
and  General  Literature,  75;  total  1,132  volumes. 
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Much  care  and  attention  has  been  given  to  the  selection  of 
new  books,  the  Committee  always  keeping  before  them  the  require- 
ments of  students  and  the  demand  of  the  community  for  the  means 
of  self-improvement.  It  is  their  object  to  make  it  possible  for  the 
poorest  to  obtain  the  best  books,  and  to  make  the  Library  a  real 
school  of  self-help.  Suggestions  from  readers,  with  regard  to  new 
books,  which  they  would  like  to  see  added  to  the  library,  are  wel- 
comed and  always  receive  careful  consideration. 

The  heavy  circulation  of  the  books  inevitably  involves  con- 
siderable wear  and  tear.  In  order  to  maintain  the  satisfactory 
condition  of  the  books,  the  work  of  examining  the  stock  is  con- 
stantly in  progress.  The  expenditure  on  re-binding,  repairs,  and 
the  replacement  of  worn  out  books  necessitated  as  the  work  of 
th©  library  proceeds,  is  an  item  that  will  demand  additional  pro- 
vision year  by  year.  It  is  a  matter  for  regret  to  observe  the 
increased  use  that  is  now  being  made  of  very  inferior  printing 
papers  in  the  making  up  of  new  books,  and  the  very  unservicable 
methods  of  casing  new  books.  Special  attention  has  been  given 
to  this  work.  During  the  year  159  volumes  have  been  re-bound, 
1,596  have  been  repaired  and  re-cased,  and  832  books  lettered  and 
numbered.  The  stock  is  in  good  condition,  the  books  being  gener- 
ally carefully  used  by  readers. 

Issues. 

The  total  issue  for  the  year  1911-12  were  made  up  as  follows:

This  compares  very  favourably  with  the  previous  year,  viz: — 
160,372.  It  will  be  seen  on  examination  of  the  statistics  appended 
that  during  the  months  May— September  the  issues  were  much 
below  the  average,  evidently  due  to  the  exceptionally  fine  summer, 
but  from  October — March  a  notable  increase  is  recorded. 

The  most  satisfactory  feature  about  the  issues  is  the  continued 
improvement  in  the  educational  character  of  the  books  read,  with 
a  corresponding  decrease  in  the  percentage  of  Fiction.  There  is  a 
distinct  and  steady  growth  in  the  circulation  of  works  of  a  non- 
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fiction  character.  The  actual  number  of  non-fiction  works  used 
during  the  year  was  51,833,  as  compared  with  55,777  in  1910-11. 

The  number  of  books  consulted  since  the  establishment  of  the 
Libraries  in  1905,  has  now  reached  the  total  of  454,903. 

Borrowers7  Cards. 

The  number  of  Borrowers  on  the  register  of  the  Lending 
Libraries  at  the  31st  March,  1912,  was  2620,  an  increase  of 
219  over  the  previous  year.  A  number  of  supplementary  tickets, 
available  for  non-fictional  works,  have  been  issued  to  readers. 

There  is  a  total  absence  of  red  tape  in  the  issue  of  tickets. 
Alterations  have  been  made  in  the  Rules*  and  Regulations,  with  a 
view  to  removing,  as  far  as  possible,  all  unnecessary  restrictions. 

A  classification  of  the  addresses,  and  occupations  of  borrowers 
will  be  found  on  page  20,  from  which  it  will  be  seen  that  the  Library 
is  well  used  by  persons  residing  in  all  parts  of  the  Borough.  The 
occupations  of  borrowers  reach  a  total  of  230.  It  would  be  difficult 
to  mention  any  occupation  or  profession  which  is  not  included, 
proving  beyond  doubt,  that  all  classes  avail  themselves  in  one  way 
or  another,  of  the  facilities  offered. 

Overdue  Books. 

The  number  of  Postal  Notices  sent  to  readers  who  had  retained 
their  books  beyond  the  time  specified  in  the  Rules  and  Regulations 
was  1225.  As  a  rule,  borrowers  are  prompt  in  responding  to  these 
notices,  requesting  the  return  of  the  books.  However  as  usual  a 
number  of  cases  had  to  be  personally  investigated,  but  the  books 
were  all  ultimately  recovered. 

The  amount  received  in  fines  was  £22  19s.  5d. 

Readers  who  are  unable  to  get  to  the  Library  on  the  day 
on  which  their  book  is  due  to  be  returned,  may  avoid  fines  by 
forwarding  to  the  Librarian  a  post  card,  requesting  the  renewal 
of  the  book  for  a  further  period. 

Reference  Library. 

The  work  of  this  department  has  again  been  one  of  steady 
progress  and  efficient  service.  It  gives  the  Committee  the  greatest 
satisfaction  to  see  the  large  number  of  students  who  avail  them- 
selves of  the  opportunity  of  the  unrestricted  use  of  a  valuable 
Reference  Library.    This  department  has  become  a  public  study, 
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representatives  of  every  class  find  their  way  hither  in  search  of 
much  needed  information  not  otherwise  so  easily  accessible.  It  is 
difficult  to  summarise  the  advantages  which  may  be  reaped  with 
such  facilities  as  a  thoroughly  equipped  Reference  Library  affords. 
A  good  reference  library  is  the  most  important  side  of  the  educa- 
tional work  of  a  public  library.  The  Committee  would  point  out, 
however,  that  anything  like  a  complete  collection  of  the  necessary 
books  is  to  be  acquired  only  by  years  of  careful  attention  and 
gradual  accumulation.  Many  very  important  and  very  expensive 
volumes  are  still  required  for  this  department.  The  Committee 
sincerely  regret  that  they  are  unable  to  provide  all  these  books 
immediately,  but  will  do  so  as  the  funds  at  their  disposal  permit. 
To-day  there  are  more  students  than  ever  there  were  before,  and 
the  demand  for  books  of  reference  is  necessarily  large.  Many 
students  have  no  opportunity  of  obtaining  these  books  and  would 
have  to  go  without  the  knowledge  contained  therein  if  they  could 
not  use  them  in  the  public  library. 

Local  Collection* 
It  is  hardly  necessary  to  emphasize  the  very  great  importance 
of  preserving  all  local  records,  etc.,  such  records  should  be  accessi- 
ble to  the  public,  under  proper  safeguards,  and  the  Public  Library 
is  undoubtedly  the  best  centre  in  which  to  store  and  exhibit  them. 
It  is  not  the  desire  of  the  Committee  that  this  collection  should 
be  fostered  at  the  expense  of  the  general  work  of  the  Library, 
but  rather  to  trust  to  the  generosity  of  ladies  and  gentlemen  and 
the  friendly  co-operation  of  local  photographic  and  other  societies, 
to  make  gifts  to  this  section.  Gifts  of  books,  maps,  pamphlets, 
photographs,  prints,  or  other  matter  relating  to  the  district  will 
be  most  gratefully  received. 

Reading*  Rooms. 

The  number  of  persons  visiting  the  Reading  Rooms  is  counted 
hourly.  The  result  gives  an  aggregate  attendance  of  172,811  as 
compared  with  150,097  last  year.  Prom  careful  and  frequent 
observation  it  is  noticed  that  each  person  remains  in  the  room  for 
15  minutes  (average).  In  this  way  it  is  estimated  that  091,256 
people  used  this  department  during  the  year.  By  this  enormous 
use  the  accomodation  of  the  rooms  are  often  taxed  to  their  ut- 
most limit. 

There  is  no  question  as  to  the  popularity  of  these  rooms.  This 
increase  has  been  continuous  for  seven  years.   On  the  whole  the 


conduct  of  the  readers  is  satisfactory.  Every  effort  is  made  to 
make  the  list  of  periodicals  as  generally  useful  as  possible.  It  is 
noticed  that  the  technical  journals  are  particularly  well  used. 

Lectures. 

The  series  of  free  public  lectures  were  continued  during  the 
winter  1911-12.   Four  lectures  were  arranged  as  follows:—

"Some  advantages  and  shortcomings  of  recent  changes  in  the

"Macbeth,"  a  Study  in  Temptation  Dr.  E.  Somers,  J.P. 

The  attendances  have  been  good  and  very  appreciative.  The  many 
very  excellent  lectures  which  the  Committee  have  arranged  from 
time  to  time,  and  for  which  there  is  such  evident  need,  are  only 
made  possible  through  the  public  spirit  so  generously  displayed  by 
the  gentlemen  who  delivered  them.  Without  the  voluntary  assist- 
ance of  these  lecturers  the  scheme  could  not  be  carried  forward. 
In  recognising  the  services  of  these  gentlemen  the  Committee 
return  their  heartiest  thanks.  The  free  lecture  given  in  connection 
with  the  use  of  a  good  library,  seems  to  be  the  ideal  university 

of  the  people. 

Donations. 

Several  donations  of  books,  pamphlets,  &c,  have  been  received 
during  the  year,  and  the  thanks  of  the  Committee  have  been  duly 
tendered  in  each  case  to  the  donors,  particulars  of  which  have 
been  reported  to  the  Council.  A  full  list  of  the  donors  will  be 
found  on  page  13.  It  is  earnestly  hoped  that  the  library  will  con- 
tinue to  receive  further  gifts  during  the  coming  year. 

Delivery  Branches. 

These  Branches  have  again  been  well  used.  During  the  year 
2787  books  have  been  issued  from  the  Peei  Green  Branch  and 
3336  volumes  from  the  Winton  Branch.  This  convenience  of  being 
able  to  obtain  and  exchange  books  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood 
of  their  homes  is  greatly  esteemed  by  the  residents  in  the  Peel 
Green  and  Winton  districts.  When  funds  are  available  the  needs 
of  the  Monton  district  will  have  to  receive  consideration. 
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Reading  Lists, 

From  time  to  time  Reading  Lists  of  books  in  the  Libraries 
dealing  with  special  subjects  have  been  prepared  and  circulated, 
the  following  are  some  of  the  subjects,  viz :  Home  Rule,  Free 
Trade,  Social  Economics,  Music,  National  Insurance,  Books  for 
Sunday  School  Teachers,  Charles  Dickens,  &c.  The  readers  have 
frequently  expressed  their  appreciation  of  this  method  of  bringing 
the  resources  of  the  Library  on  current  topics  under  their  notice. 

Rules  and  Regulations. 

A  thorough  revision  of  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Library 
was  undertaken  during  the  year.  It  was  felt  that  much  of  the 
success  of  the  institution  depends  on  the  rules  and  regulations 
adopted  for  its  conduct  and  management.  Certain  of  the  Rules  which 
were  drafted  at  the  commencement,  required  modification.  The 
regulations  have  been  adopted  with  a  view  to  protect  the  common 
proprietary  rights,  without  penalizing  any  section  of  the  community. 
The  entire  absence  of  red  tape  and  unnecessary  restrictions  will  add 
considerably  to  the  Library's  popularity. 

Holiday  Information. 

The  collection  of  holiday  literature  brought  together  and  placed 
at  the  disposal  of  the  public  in  the  Reference  Library,  during  the 
summer  months,  was  again  found  to  be  valuable,  and  was  in  con- 
stant use  during  the  holiday  season. 

Obituary. 

The  Committee  record  the  deep  sense  of  the  loss  which  they 
have  sustained  by  the  death  of  Alderman  Wilkinson,  J.P.  From 
the  the  opening  of  the  Library  he  took  a  kindly  interest  in  the 
working  of  the  institution,  and  was  always  a  generous  donor. 
The  late  Alderman  Wilkinson's  long  and  valued  interest  in  the 
affairs  of  the  Library  and  of  the  town  generally  was  acknowledged 
by  special  resolution  embodied  in  the  minutes  of  the  Council. 

Extension  of  the  Library. 

The  Committee  have  had  placed  before  them  a  scheme  for  the 
proposed  extension  of  the  Library  Building,  by  which  it  is  intended 
to  provide  a  much  larger  Reference  Room,  Reading  Room,  and 
accommodation  for  a  much  needed  Children's  Department,  together 


with  a  commodious  Lecture  Hall.  At  the  time  of  writing  the 
plans  and  the  best  means  of  accomplishing  this  end  are  still  under 
consideration. 

Owing  to  the  growth  of  the  work  of  the  institution  it  has 
been  found  desirable  to  make  certain  alterations  in  the  hours  and 
duties  of  the  staff,  which  it  is  believed  will  make  for  greater 
efficiency. 

The  Committee  have  pleasure  in  recording  their  appreciation 
of  the  efficient  and  painstaking  service  which  has  been  rendered 
throughout  the  year  by  the  Staff,  all  of  whom  have  fulfilled  their 
respective  duties  to  the  entire  satisfaction  of  the  public  and  the 
Committee. 

Full  statistical  details  of  the  work  of  the  Library  throughout 
the  year  will  be  found  in  the  accompaning  tables.
